(Tinten stein) . T>i1f Intervicv took place in the " Identification Pureau from 
aVoiit 2''tO pn until aVo-jt 5:1? r"- ^t also involved the events and isyself 
poinr to the "ecordn Eurcsu, and tho Jail "fficc. The afents Phowod me 
t*-elr idpntif icaticn. I did not think to copy their naros on paper, hut 
T hclieve one vss named "Canady" and the other ."Carlton." I called the 
PPT office and tried to determine their naros in f«ll, later. I was told 
they were not in at that tire, tut vould he hack in the norn3n{». I do 
reirier^cei* that- they -^aid th^jy vere called in froin the Ssn Antonio Office* 
I caTi deccribe Uen as folloi'si 

if/1 About 5-9, P.ed-bro™ hair, blue eyes, fair conplexlon, 
nediiin build, about li5 years old. Said he vas bom in 
Sout^ Carolina. 

if3 About 5-10, baldinn grey-brovn hair, brown eyes, laediuin- , 
hcav;/ build, about 50 years old. Appeared to be the senior 
a.r-ent, by his conduct. 

"hoy bepan the IntcrvicH by ira'or?:inF r,e that I did not have to ansver any 
of their ouosti.ons, and that anr/erc were sub.lect to review for veracity, 
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V;e Kent to the I, D. dark room for tiie interviev. They told me that they 
vere inverts fntini! Jack !?uty, and vera spcskinp to Bevoral officers about 
the man. Then they resd me a statercnt Bllo!?cd to have been taken froa 
the T^rllns County rdstriot Attorney' n files pertaining to an arroat I Bade 
of .Tack Fuby in Pecenher, 19SL, for a liquor lav violation. In the alleped 
statercnt, they stated the case «as dinnirsed aratast Buby by Kr. Len Brotherton 
as the result of statements by V-a arrest'nr officers, Plankenship and Carlson, 
because the officers v;ere unahle to state thnt thej' definitely saw a patron 
consumnp fror, a partly consur.ad bottle of beer on her tahle in the case 
mentioned. The case involved perr.ittinE consumption on licensfid prer.ises 
after hairs, t>-at is at li30 are on a Sunday marninp. They afkod r.e if I 
recall makin? this staterent to Kr. Frotherton. I stated I did not recall 
mnkinn the EtatcTOnt. Ihcy also allcfcd that the stateiaont by Kr. Brotherton 
shoved that the officers stated they did not even know a case had been filed. 
Thoj' asked ne if this vas true. I stated 1 could not recall having nada this 
staterti'^nt.' T then advised them that ve should look at the case report, vhero- 
in T should be able to tell thor. if I typed the report, because 1 believe I 
could rocop-n'zc my own typing, because of certain peculiarities in the form 
and lanruago, whi* I could possibly identify as my owi . I left them in the 
darV room, and pot the .lackct. As I started back to the dark room, I asked 
Lt. Knlff^t If he knew I was be^np: interrogated by the F. B. T. I then told 
him they vero a'jkin!' me aVout .Tack Kuhy, and I asked him if T was authorized 
to r='<e any statements. I.t. Knight informed mo that.I was to cooperate with 
them, but not to "ive them anythln<T from our files, unless I got permiDdon 
from the Chief's office. 
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T vent Vincl: into the dark roan and shoved tN.T, the case report, and identified 
it tentatively ss ny tyrinr, from certain peculiarities, which 1 pointed out, 
Ther sslfcri rr.p. ri^Mn if I vrs 5.r struncntal in any way in having the case dis- 
r.i^R"r' elor^ lines indicated ty the allcped EtaterEnts of !'r, Protherton. I 
a.t'air. inforned f-eir, that I did not recall any roch conversation vith Vr. 
Protherton in the pmnor outlined ty then. They asked re then If there vafl 
any way a case could have teen filed against ry vishes. I told them, "Ho, 
not likely", T did infora there th,.?t on the face of Uie case report it 
indicntod th.-t the rerort '..'o? filed by a "Johnson" with an "Andrews," I 
elatoratcd on tl-ir rnd s^ifrested this vaf; probahly Ps^t. E. Johnson, who 
VMS vorkinj in t}'0 Vice Squad at th,i', tlr;e as I recalled. I explained to 
thcra ahout tho prccoduro of another officer frequently filing cases by appear- 
ing at the D. A.'s office to sipn the Infornation and tho Co~plaint for the 
officer who rr,.?kes the case report; and that the auxhority to sii-n the Informa- 
tion was tared on tho officer's capn rerort,, in which he alles'es the nature of 
th'> violation as he observed it, and nado the arrest. They then asked mo if 
Vr, Prot^ierton ' ^ staterent an they rcnor^cri it to ne as a "falfehood." I 
stated an'ain that I could not say T'r, Brothcrton's staterent as thay reported 
it was false, that Fr, Plsnkenship nny hav^ conversed with f'r, Protherton, or 
pos.sit,ly T did, and vhen asked s-rcificaLly if suc^ cr nich was the case re- 
pardinf the evidence, he or I, or tot^- of v,r r:ay hav2 made a statenent wlich irado 
tho case appear to hir; to be unsuitable for prosecution, I stated that in any 
case the decision whether cr not to try a case was up to the D. A. and not the 
Police Fopartrant, and in no way voiild this officer cr !'r, Elankenship reoom- 
ir.en diErfssal of any case for sope point of evidence, or for any point withajt 
referring the natter to our superior for bin to handle, I told them a more 
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dctaileri atn'fy- of the vhole case voiild ^ave to ts node by reforrlng to the 
Pficords I'ureai), to iriaVe s doten-.ination as to vhether or not the allepcd 
ccnciis-,er i-"3e arrested or not. If the ccnFureer was not arrested, vhich 
could have tnen the case, then a stu3y of tho SSB files would be neeesFary 
to dotorraina if an affidavit w55 taken from the oonsurar in which it would 
be deTT.onEtroted the adnitted conEureinf: beer on tho preaiccs in violation of 
tho law. I also pointed out that tho charged alleged on the case report 
referred to thr, Crininsl Code, which we would have to looir up to be certain 
this was what Kuhy war. actually charpcd with, as it appeared on tho surface. 

Ve went to tho ?cccrdc Puresu ani c!oc'<cc' tho files there cn tho naris.? of 
tho tvo nll<-;rcc vitncrros w>ich aT-p?r.red on the arrest report, which thoy 
phovcd Tnc thov hrd a con' o- their T-o:?ccGsicn . A check of the Vocords 
Pureau fil'^r shov:or nof-inr on the two rirls, nair.ed fchultz and OTrien. 
T tVen ook thor to the Jeil Cffics, whore I ohtained the Jail Cory of 
Vcmcn's Statutes. I looked up the cpeoJfic code with which Euby was 
charped, Section, IT article 667-19, paragraph 16. It is the "catch-all" 
code 3.n tho E^lt lic.iior section, in which it states the licensee ccn bo 
charged for violating any r.octio" of the Liquor Law, including Liquor Board 
refTulaticns. They copied the inf orr'.ntion fron the Voor:. Thoy asked no if 
there was a rorsibility tt at this could have led to the disniesal of tho 
cass, because of insufficient inforration or cri-denco. I told them I would 
not presuTio to state the fine lop.al pointr involved, and that tide was tho 
proper duty of tho T>. A."s ofiioe. I stated that it appeared to r.o that 
one or both of us (FlankcnrhiT: and I) observed the beer on the table at 
1;30 an on a Sunday Tromr-nj, W-ioh as I undorEtooc the law, was a violation 
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of the Lic;\:or T tw. I stated that it was poEciblc Elankenchip sav the girl 
conrunir.p, or hold'-nr the rlarr to her lips, yith leer in it, but in any 
CBrn t>e act Ello^red to hcve teen o vlcl?tion nppeared to roe to te covered 
ty thf, pr.rtlcx'lar statxito, or at Icart vc nunt have thought ?o nt thp timo, 
or vc w.ld h2vr never narV, the prr^ct. ' ■ 

I th-n hnrf rar"? a copy of the esse rerxjrt in the RccordB Bureau for the , 
apcntn. V'ci r?tv.med to tl-.e . P. Pv.rr.su. Thpy had asVed no fcefors, and 
vh;le conc'iictin" our to-jr, shout hov ircll I y.r.c.v. Jack Fuhy, I told thera 
he ant' T h.»ve Vxwn one'- cth?r r-^nre I first rot him vhilc I firnt vas 
asripr'^f' to tho Vic^ Scuat' in parlv 1'^'^!'. They si^Ved re hou I ret hir. I 
told then to ths hest of ry roccllection !'r. ?'lanVenship introduced ne to 
hin durlnr V^s courss of a routine check of J.-'cV Buhy'r. prerlsi s, either at 
the Silver Cluh or the Cluh Vepas. They quortioned r.e ahout the defree of . 
friend chip I had with bin, arjj vhether or not I accepted anything from hin, 
I suppose tiiey v;ero referrinf to vhethor or not T vas "free-loadinp" on 
Fuhy. I asVcd then if this is vhat they ir.oant. They gave me the inpressicn 
Jhat thiF was exactly Khat they rcant. I thn told then I would have to tell 
then in detail ahout ny relationship with P.uhy , including Ey activities 
contered around hiin. I explained to thow that I did not cultivate hia friond- 
rhlp, and t^.nt the record clearly reflects I arrested hin when I believed he 
had violated +hp law, end that T never led Puhy to aan.mo that I would not do 
othon-irr,, if X csut'ht hi5i in violation. I pointed out to them that T lilrad 
F.uhy for suhleotivo reascnr. T told t>c-i that T checVed his record carefully 
after the report.-; fror: the FPT and ri^'~- reached this departrEnt resulting from 
our arrest of hin. I saw, and dcir.cnstrated, where Ruty had no prior crlrinal 
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record as oJ t!-,o ttee I arr^-stod hir.. I explained this satisfied mo that he 
vas not a crir.in-H as the record rcfkoted. T told thm that I dropped in 
on rul-y on official business, as psrt of routine Vice Squad cheeks of Ma 
Vrczircr, Bnr> I occasio-nlly dropped by Yir. rlace and dra.ik a beer. I also 
stated that wben I vac not on duty, or there to talk to Jack on official 
business. I visited Hub-, and he vould not allow me to pay for my beer, 
Wich ar.oijnted to one or two at Mst. 1 explained that T vould have offered 
Jack Duby the ^di^s courtr:sy if he v.oro a rur.rt in ny hor.e, vVich he never 
«ao, but vhich I vould have not obiccted to if he vas, I told them they 
could drav their o-,:n concli:sions a., to ry relationship uit,h Tuhj-. I cited 
that Ru>y'E mibseqiEnt arrests for a r.isdcr.canor or two was not sufficient 
for no to bresk all association with the nan, the sa.re as it would bo for 
any other of i«y friends or acquslntr,nces. They asked me if I over paid ths 
cover charpe while I was a puest of Jack liuby in his ostablishs-ent. I 
stated I did not psj' a cover charfre to visit with Jack Buby, but as I 
indicated T considered it a social affair, I van not interested in the 
show ar mioh ar T var in viritinr Fuby. I further arrilifiod ttc situation 

inforr.inr. thrr: that ono ni-ht v.-hile Rl,nkenship and I were making a 
routine check of the ^ilvcr Club on ^o. Ervny a firht broke out in the joint, 
v;hlch Jack holr^cd us to quell, and v-hlch co-ild have been serious to us bo- 
cf.u^o the r^rtlcirants attempted to attack us with beer bottles. 1 felt a 
sense of frratitudo for P.-jby's help. 

They asked r.e how neny tines I had visited Ruby, I told ther! about t;io or 
three in all in th3 pa^ five or r.oiK years. They asked r.e when tf.e last 
tice was. I told thcT: al-out ti.o weeks before tfe Osv;ald incident. They 
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requested I toll ther. v^^t I did and otsorvod. I told tvcr I took a friend of 
nine to tho Caro,>=ol on a Saturd.ny nij-M a> out 111 30 pm, after l' cot off duty, 
We e T vpnt^-a to intrortuc© 1-ira to TuV-., gnd for to drink a beor. Khen I 
rot t^^-e T a.'Vf.d for Jr,cT-. an-i Jdc^tific^ rvrolf 05 on old frlond, and a 
police officer. The doonr.,,n told no to rsrs vith ny ^HiSt, and that Jack vas • 
in the tsck. V'r, vx.nt to tVe hsoV and fo-.-nd Jack tnlkinrr to 6one of his em- 
ployees. I introaoccri r.y friend to J.ck. J.ck, in his eustor-.ary manner, vas 
in a hurry to ?o ent, ar,r «polc-^iz«- for hsvinr to leave. He stctod he hadi't 
eaten all d.-y. and v.T.tcd to e.t Vefcro it vn. too late. He took us out to the 
club area, a-ic" irtctructcd a vritresr. to ^aat u. at a tatlc and pet us vhat wo 
vantad. "These rnyr are Py ruorts." J=ck apologized arin and loft. Vrj friend 
and I !:at do-.n, drank tvo b.ors cooh, v.itehcd the shoK and left «hen Jack did 
not cor.o fcne': by this tire. I vantod to introduce Jack to r,y friend because 
he is a professor of psychology, and I thm-ht he vould be interested in 
Jack's personality, T,hich ha. alvays interested rn. The aronts told ne it 
vas necessary to Identify t^e frier.d, v-'ch I did. Re is Mr. Lewis Ponney, 
instructor o«- -sycholo-y at Norf- 7cxa- rtat-. University, tho ron of fre 
rrofe.sor in c-arre of the cor.rt-ent, nr. Jlerle Pomcy. We had been discuss- 
in. certMn oers-n.lity t^^es rrevio.sl-.. pnd X invited hip to n.llas to observe 
the vorkinrs of o-:r derarty^ont, and to r.eot certain reonle I knew who I felt 
illustrated a certain tjTe of persrnal5ty. Jack Kuby vas one of Uicse people. 
I had not snen .I.ck for a year prior to this uifi,t. '.e left tho Carousel and 
vent to other p:aoes until closing tir,e. Then ve vent to the El Fenix on 
Kc Kinney and sat vdth Al "artinez until three inthe r.ominc (Sunday). V.o 
discussed the people we ^et, and the nntwe of their behavior, i^ewis had to 
drive back to n.nton, so I led hir- to the route back, then went hor.e. 

The aponts asked so™ roro questions aVout Ihihy's personality. I told «,ein I 
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ccrsidcred hira very interesting, and -very unique. They asked sic if I believed 
ho vjjs mentnlly ill. I told thera I hod made no obsorvaUcns vhich, vouLd lead 
me to consluEion, hit f-st I felt he vas very ancrasslve, and not to be- 

come dctaileu, very intorest:jiR as js study. Tney E.*^d me .il-out hir aggross- 
IvoneBf, and I tolr them the recod of his fiphtine ability spol-o for itself. 
Thoy said Mraethi nrt abcut or relating to Jack that led to a eonveraation in 
vhich I told thc3 I invsstiF'tod Jack ?-jby fron the aspect of whether or not 
ho v.Ti a ho70F-in;nl, r.r.r T hns in f.iot dijciiSEoc f ir fubioct dircctlv vlth 
Jack Fuhy, after T r.in doi.-r; all the ]cecs on this subject T co'ilr' i^et. I did 
tHn as a l,-5t resort to patipfy ny wind, anr^ to observe his reaction to ny 
question. I c-re avn- ^esEf^na>ly certain thrt Jpol: '^uby vap not a hor.crexiial, 
«s cowlri be dster:Ti1nsd by ny invest! rT.-.tion, srd in lieu of any other evidence. 

The arcnts then chnnjod the subject to the security r.essures around the depart- 
nont riurin," Oswald's presonoo, and r.ore specifically vhile he van tclnp trans- 
ferred. They ariced re I believed an officer had passed Jack into the building. 
1 told them it i;r,s not in ry poi>er to ever, speculate on this sr.bject. Thoy 
asked TO Hhcre I vas i.hen the Osvialc-ruly incident took place. I told th.era 
I was at home, and heard it on the newe. Later, at three o'clock, I reported 
on duty. T*-ey a Aed mo more que stipps about security moasuros. I told then 
that this buildin? is a piblic buildinr, freely accessible to the public, and 
that I had no knovlec-e of vhat th,o orders to the 'officers assirned to secure 
the builriinnte-e. TVey then asked ir.a, "If the orders vere to prevent entrance" 
or vords to this effect, did 7. know of any of ficer uho vo-.ld allov; fuby to enter. 
T told t^'cni this vas not in ny povor to anrecr, but that I believe no officer 
vould knpvin"ly violate this ord.-T. Then T expressed displeasyro at t'-is line 
of quostioninp. I felt it vns out of order, and in any case beyond ny know- 
ledre to answer. 
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The ajent described as number two, made an apology lor ha'vinp to ask this and 
certain other questions, hjt stated he vas asking all the officers he intor- 
vleved the saTne questions, and conpiderinp the reriousness of the matter felt 
it vss a necessary duty, etc. Then I was asl.-cd if I knew of any other officers 
friendly, or acquainted with Jack Ruby, I told theai I refuse to answer this 
question, I told them I wovld answer any question they asked me pertaining to 
me, and to incident? involving people I was with, tut that I would not tell 
them of any other officer 1 m.aj' have feeen talking to Ruby, in the light of. 
the question as it was nresonted. I told them if in any case I had the re- 
motest suspiscion naming anyone would be vitally important to helping them, 
then I would not hesitate to name the individial. But, to Infer a relationship 
based on a chance observation would he improper for rre, I could state that Jack 
was known by many officers "-ore, and to nara rome and not name others would be 
unfair, to say the least, not only to confouncinp the investigation, but to 
the officers concerned, vhose duty is to come forward if they have any informa- 
tion to five to the F^, but not to be named Just because I happened to remember 
Ef.einf them in Puhy' s presence. They restated the question, but it was essen- 
tially in the sa-^o frame of reference. I told them I would tell them anything 
about myself and Jack Rub'/, and would have to refer them elsewhere about others, 
but in any case declined to answer in any manner, since I feel it is the duty of 
the other officers to present themselves for questioning if a request is made 
by the FBI, 

The>' asked m.e, or a conversation was started about the general picture as it 
stood with Ruby's act, and how it fouled the investigation of Oswald, I told 
them I agreed that Ruby's act was very detrimental to the proper investigation 
of Oswald, and for that I condemn Ruly, I also asked them if they suspected 
any connection, or conspiracy involv'.ng Ruby tha t would make it a inudi more 
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irattor. Thoy did not corr-.U thoraclvcc to any anr-.x-r, Vut restated that they had 
to investlnete fror. all an?lcs. Thev arl^od to if tfeie van anyitAnp aVout the ■ 
- invcBtJrntion thst I otsorvcd and vislcd to coracnt about. I told thorn I vaa - 
intercst-d In thf. CT:hj^ot of hov sdviEoclo a rolyrroph test on Euty would be to 
deternino vho^t-.^r or net v,-s part of a conrrpiracy, or sct^.d on his ovn die- 
ordered Imrulras. I told ther I van very m-^ch IntorcJted in making tHr dotorrln- 
ation for ny ovn catisfaoticn, since T h.id nrvar hoard Jack Futy discuss politlos, 
or any t^Y^rtct of a docrcr n-tva-e tK-.n cor-thln,- trivial, and if r,e Vfs a part of 
sor.o Sinister hocVfroMnd it up. rrof.rrl^.ally intcrectlnp to =6 to learn, since 
I vo.jld have rdElucVed E-.hy- s character, and I roedco to 3^am al ou^. thosa tMnss. 

AS they finished «p taWnr notes, «V ««« pre^rln- to leave, I apoloHzod for 
not \o'mr. Rn.o to roc-ll rare facts ah^;;t the arro5.t I Tic.re of P.uby, and the 
outcor-. of the cass va filed against hi:n. I r,lro aT^oloriced for not feoUnc 
it prorcr to nns-..--r the one cuostion I r fused to even coraont on. Ihoy stated 
tioy v;ore sati^ficc at t>ic ti:-. T told the-. I would not nonrally aUov nyrolf 
to he quest-xneri thia Kay, refcrrinn to ny V. iief that a TOFcrvi.-or should he ' 
present to 1 ear the i.aterroration. They nlslnter- roted .ny statcr,3nt, and took 
it to nocn that I Ko-.ld not ho ahcolutely frrrf. vdth then. I clai-lfi«d rayxlf 
to the extent th.t I r.tatcd I felt uncaj^y aVout t),in typ. of intervlcv since a 
ratter as prrve aa tMr. nndc it iiriortant to to resp nd carefully, hut in any 
case truthfully. I noant as I stated aVovc, that I feci in the future sot3 
2'ollce rorart-^orvt r-p,rv;ror ahc.ld he pres^.nt as a vitness not only to vliat 
. I say, hut sr. to tho cv^stions and statements of tho apents. 

T rosrcctf-:l^y rco,u-;st for an order toinrf.rt t:at in the future. If I am to he 
intorvieiccd ir. t^^io or any other ratter Vy any outrfdo aronp-:' I procod with 
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the invest! patcjrs to tho ■Hofr office for o prq^or and rsrpeotful revlaw of 
procodisren to to iiccd, ant' Pol'ce L'cpart-,<^nt officinl^ to bo present during 
■tVo i^.tervicv, Tt «' tV f-j k vIrw in r.inf' that T rowrted to Chiof LimpVin 
vv»t hod tra-pplrod. He rrdcrori r.o to nske this rorort Irrsdia^-ely.
